B. C., on Thursday. The ninety-six 
persons who were on the wrecked ship 
were not in peril at any time and all 
are well. 

The thirty-seven passengers will be 
sent to Alaska by the next steamer 


sailing. 
The passengers say there was no 
panic at any time after the ‘ship 


struck, and that they suffered no hard- 
ship. Some of them are inclined to 
rejoice over the good fortune that gave 
them the adventure. 
When the Cottage City struck at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, the snow was 
so thick that the gir was dark and it 
was possible to see only a few feet 
ahead. A few minutes after the' 
grounding the air cleared and the pas- 
sengers saw they were only a few feet 
from tand. 

At Cape Mudge there is only the] 
lighthouse, and the officers and crew, 
who were under perfect discipline, put 
passengers in boats and rowed 
nearest settlement, at 
Campbell River, six miles distant.

Municipal Lint. 
Strongly Supported. 


Council Asked to Appoint a 


Committee for Plan. 


Construction Before Canal 
Completion Urged. 


At a meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the City Council chamber of city of- 
ficials and representatives of the lead- 
ing commercial bodies, a resolution 
favoring the bullding of a municipal 
terminal railroad from Los Angeles to 
the harbor was unanimously adopted. 

The City Council was asked to ap- 
point a committee consisting of the 
Harbor Commission, the Board of 
Public Utilities and the City Engineer 
to report a plan of constructing such 


a road. 

Meyer Lissner pro that the 
road might be built without costing 
the city a cent. His idea is that Los 
Angeles would advertise that it is 
ready to furnish the right-of-way for 
the road and to enter into an agree- 
ment with any transcontinental line 
that will build such a road for the 
use of this terminal. The city would 
reserve ownership and control. of the 
road but would pay for the building in 
a lease to the builders, 

Counciiman Washburn took part in 
the conferenc® and was the only man 
to raise an objection. He asked that 
it be understood the delegates were 
not committing thmselves to a bond 
issue for a harbor road by voting in 
favor of the resolution. This con- 
struction was accepted by all present. 
The meeting was opened with a state- 
ment by T. E. Gibbon. He argued that 
the harbor railroad has become a ne- 
cessity to Los Angeles and should be 
built before the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal. It would be a success, 
financially, he said, if a wheel never 
turned on it. The threat of the rail- 
road companies to so reduce rates that 
it would not pay amounted to nothing. 

If the municipal railroad did no more 
than to force the rates down to what 
would be a reasonable average in oth- 
er parts of the country it would be 
a financial success, saving $400,000 an- 
nually to Los Angeles merchants and 
consumers. 

John V. Vickers spoke for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He said he was 
heartily In favor of the plan, espectal- 
ly with the suggestion that it might 
be carried out without Involving an- 
other bond issue. James A. Anderson 
of the Consolidation Commission said 
that in his opinion it was merely a 
question of a method for the bullding- 
the road, that all the people were in 
favor of building such a line. 


M. A. Newmark, president of the 
Associated Jobbers, said: 

“A harbor is only a body of water 
when you cannot receive or ship goods 
through it. If a bedy of water is to 
become a harbor you must have rail- 
road facilities so that merchandise can 
be handled through it. There is no 
doubt of our wanting a harbor at San 
Pedro. It is very clear that the city 
must provide a means of access and 
distribution that shall be open to the 
commerce of Los Angeles.” 

F. P. Gregson, traffic manager for 
the association, continued the argu- 
ment. He said that the plans for a 
terminal road in Los Angeles should 
include also methods of reaching all 
the industrial districts and the docks 
and wharves now reached by other 
railroads. He believes that an ex- 
change of traffic should be insisted

FOR SOME TIME. 


Bullet in the Abdomen, So Deep 
That X-Ray May Have to Be Em- 
ployed to Locate It-—Mysterious

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CHARLES W. BENNETT HAS BEST 
RECORD OF ALL MAJOR CATCHERS. 


EN TIMES in .fourteen years 
TT charies W. Bennett ied catchers of 

the National League in fielding. The 
nearest approach to this that records 
show is the case of Wartier, who lied 
twice in the National and once in the 
American League. Six other catchers 
have led twice each. It is upon that 
record that the old-timers claim that 
Bennett was the greatest catcher that 
the game has ever krown. His lead 
began in 1881, and the last year in 
which he led was 1893, the year before 
he suffered the great railway accident 


to what may be called the middie pe- 
riod of the game. Many are the stories 
that are told of the persistence with 
which he caught, day in and day out, 
with only the protection of gloves with 
the fingers cut off, and handled some 
of the swiftest pitching in his long 


a -hero, and his following was most 
loyal. Bennett began with the old Ne- 
shannocks, with whom he played in 
1875 and 1876; Hthas of Detroit, in 1876; 
one game with Athictics in 1877, and 
the rest of the season with Milwaukee, 
with whom he played in 1878; Worces- 
ter in 1879; with the Hop Bitters team 
to Cuba in the winter of 1879-1880; New 
Orleans in 1380; Woreester in 1830; De- 
troit Nationals in 1881-8; Boston Na- 
tionals in 1889; Boston Players’ League 
in 1899, and Boston Nationals in 1891-2- 
3. During this time. Bennett handied 
the pitching of the leaders of the 
league, Derby, Whitney, Getzein, Weid- 
man, Stivetts, Clarkson, Fred Shaw, 
Conway and “Lady” Baldwin. He 
caught in the world series of 1887, when 
his team won the championship from 
St. Louis, his batting record of .363 
helping some. in three other years his 
batting was over .300-—.301 in 1881, .204 
in 1882, and .301 in 1883. And the last 
three years he caught with Boston that 
team won the league championship. 
The best part of “Jim” White's ca- 
reer as a great early catcher was spent 
before the National League was 
formed in 1876. He led three times in 
all, but the first two re in 1871 and 
1875. He stands, however, as the lead- 
ing catcher in the first year of the ex- 
istence of the leagt.. He caught Pa- 
bor, Pratt, and Matthe,.s with 
Forest City club, of Cleveland: “pald- 
ing. throughout the vhamplionship 
years of Boston, from 1872 to 1875, and 
went,with him to the Chicago Na- 
tionals In 1876. He went back to Bos- 
ton in 1877, and the championship went 
there that year, too. With Cincinnati 
the next three years, Buffalo the next, 
five years, Detroit the next three, and 
1889 with Fittsburgh. . His name is to 
he seen on six champion teams in the 
league and once on the world champion 
Detroits in 1887. In hi. later years he 
played on the bases, but his fame lives 
as a leading catcher. For seven years 
af’ = the National League was formed 
White batted over .300. and seve . times 
before ‘hat. 
Another two-time leader of the league

Good as Snyder's 
National League record as a catcher 
is. 1t Dy NO Means gives the full meas- 
ure of the man as one of the feremost 
of the early ball players. After twen- 
ty years’ service on the ball field, when 
he first began to play in 1873 with the 
Creighton's of Washington, he retired 
with the enviable reputation of never 
even once having been censured by an 
umpire. His first lead was with the 
Louisville team, in the inglorious year 
of 1877. When Craver, sag a Dev- 
Jin. and Hall were playi-g into the 
hands of the poolrooms, Snyder, behind 
the bat, was winning the leading place 
among catchers by his capable, honest, 
and brilliant playing. He was handiing 
the terrific pitching of Devlin, who, 
crooked, as he turned 
itch with speed that few beside Syn- 
Ser could hold. Then next year he led 
the catchers while handling Bond for 
the Boston Nationals. 
While the records of the Nationa) 
end there, as far as Snyder 
is concerned, his work in the old 
American Association eclipsed even 
that enviable honor. He caught for 
Cincinnati in 1882, when it won the first 
pennant of the old association, and did 
the finest sort of work with them until 
he went to Cleveland in 1888. One prom- 
inent writer goes so far as to say of 
Snyder's work behind the bat, that “in 
those Gays he was turning tricks be- 
hind the bat that modern catchers 
have vet to learn.” 
The honor place tn the next two years 
is taken by old “Siiver” Flint, with 
Chicago in 1878 and 1879. It was “Sil-

A person may live in the midst 
of a weasel country all winter and 
never see a specimen, though by put-| 
ting out a dozen traps baited with raw 
beef dabbled in bleod or with fresh fish 
scorched over a fire he can often catch 
from three to ten every night for 
weeks. 

The apparent scarcity is curious. The 
Weasel has no serious enemy in the 
animal kingdom, and being capable of 
fighting ferociously and slaying a rat 
four times ité own weight. there is no 
reason why it should not multiply.very 
rapidly, as it produces four litters of 
averaging from : 
five to seven to a litter. 

Most old hinters and woodsmen are 
aware that the fur of the weasel is the 
finest and gilossiest borne by any ani- 
fal in the world, but weasels have 
never been trapped much on account 


{of their apparent scarcity, and not un- 


til the present century was well un- 
der way did the fur dealers think them 
worth quoting in the lists of raw furs. 
Six years ago the large dealers listed 
weasel pelts at 10 cents each, provided 
they were whole and captured in mid- 
winter, when the fur is pure. white 
with a black tip at the end of the tail. 
This winter the same kind of skins 
sell from 20 to 25 cents each, and the 
dealers cannot find half enough to fill 
the demand. Usually they want to 
buy them in lots of 500 or more, all 
pure white and of unifomm texture. 
Last winter a dealer in Caribou offered 
as high as 50 cents apiece for the last 
sixty pelts needed to complete an or- 
der for 500 skin. which he Rad been 
three years in filling. . 

“If anybody thinks it is like playing 
to go out and collect:500 weasel pelts,” 
said Billy Allen, an old trapper of Fort 
Fairfield, “he ought to try it once and 
find out. I took it up partly for fun, 
but chiefly to reduce my whist line last 
winter, and followed it up for three 
months, and while my weight Was re- 
duced from 200 to 160 pounds and my 
health i: roved every day the result 
of my work and worry was less than 
100 skins that were salable. 
“Think of what I undertook) to do. 
The average skin from the average 
weasel is four inches long by two 
inches wide, so that a square foot of 
weasel pelts when sewed together holds 
the desirable parts of from eighteen to 
twenty weasels. This square foot is of 
no. use to anybody unless twenty-four 
other square feet of weasel pelts are 
found to. complete the lining of, the 
cloak, and twenty-five square feet of 
pelts, representing twenty weasels to 
the square foot, means weeks and 
months of hard labor in the catching 
and other weeks and months in the 
skinning and tanning and still other 
weeks and months in the matchitg and |

Kern County Notes. 

Two parties of leasers on the Butte 
Lode Mine at Randsburg report the 
extraction of rich ore from distinet 
veiling. The Baidwin lease is mining 
and milling ore running $50 per ton, 
with the vein strong and well defined. 
Conditions are promising for a main- 
tenance of steady production. On the 
Rice lease some splendid ore is being 
mined, and it is reported that seven- 
ty-five tons of ore averaging $100 per 
ton are ready for milling. This vein is 
also showing much strength. ; 

The famous Yellow Aster continues 
to easily maintain its rank as the 
premier gold producer in the southern 
fields. From 150 to 200 men are em- 
ployed, and the. entire plant of 130 
stamps is in action. It is understood 
that the recent stripping down of large 
quantities of waste rock has exposed 
large reserves of ordinary grade ore. 
The Atolia tungsten mines now rank 
after the Colorado properties aa the 
producers of tungsten in Amer- 
ica.

days of their glory. New hoists were 
provided, a great new central shaft 
started and pumps of large 
were installed, while a railroad was 
built over the dozen miles from Fair- 
bank station on the Southern Pacific 
and Southwestern roads. A fine new 
mill was built and shipments of rich 
silver ore and concentrates soon began 
to the smelter at El Paso. In the lower 
levels, particulariy in the Emerald 
claim, g00d copper ore was found and

000, though it is improbable that half 
that amount has been realized upon. 
Of the economy attending the work and 
of the integrity of the administration 
there has never been an exp 
— It Was all simply a chse of hard 
uck. 

Hope has not been abandoned fn 
Tombstone, which has weathered situ- 
ations of equal gravity in days agone. 
It is known that the drifts are being 
bulkheaded and that preparations are 
being made whereby the mines could 
be etarted again under conditions much 
more favorable than ever before were 
known. Geologists and mining men 
alike agree that the mines are of won- 
derful richness and that a period of 
large production would have been en- 
tered upon very soon, with the exten- 
sion of the deeper workings under the 
old bonanza ore bodies.

District of California, was in Washing-

Attorney of Nevada, who was expected 
to carry the case through the United 
States courts. The government, it is 
understood, rejected any and all sug- 
gestions for a compromise.

Congressman-elect Kent is reported 
to have made the statement here that 
he would not caucus with the Republi- 
cans. He is an out-and-out insurgent 
of the La Folilette-Pinchot type, and 
he is folns to ineurge to the bitter 
end. e is also a political economist of 
the type which has become some- 
what familiar in Washington where 
there are a large number of raging 
amateur political economists of the 
sophomoric brand, who are “ferninst"’ 
almost everything that is, and who 
would overturn established systems 
ruthlessly and at once. . 

Mr. Kent does not believe in rais- 
ing revenue by means of a tariff, 
according to those who have con- 
convrsed with him, he is especially op- 
posed to a tariff on wool. It seems 
that Mr. Kent's own operations § in 
live stock are confined to cattle 
pastured in large part, according to 
the agents of the Land Office, on the 
government domain. The only thing 
his family seems to have had to do 
with wool has been taking the fleeces 
of quite gentie lambs who, from time 
to time, strayed into the confines of the 
stock exchanges, The freer such wool 


is, the better. 
OPPOSE SWOOL TARIFF. 

Of course, the government would 
have to have some revenue, and Mr. 
Pinchot's friend from Mount Tamal- 
pais would like to see that revenue 
raised by a tax on land.

Its employees were free 
to stay or to go, and they did not 
exercise, or show any desire to exer- 
cise, thelr right to ‘strike.’ But be 
cause they did not join the union and 
the employing company refused to con- 
sent to their being untonized while in 
its service. or to employ union men, 
this ‘brotherhood’ set out to injure 
its business, not by a direct ‘boyentt' 
upon its product, which it was im- 
potent to make effective, but by the 


ing to coerce those who used those 
products into withdrawing their cus- 
tom. This it did first by sending no- 
tices to honse owners, contractors and 
builders, that members of the brother- 
hood would not handle material which 
was not made under ‘strict union con- 
ditions’ and giving a list of those con- 
cerns which were working under agree- 
ment with the union. This threat, not 
having the desired effect, strikes were 
called against those who persisted in 
using the material of the plaintiff in 
this case. 

“That. the intent, as well as the dl- 
rect effect, of this was to injure, and, 
if possible, to ruin the business of 
the concern that refused to surrender 
its right to control its own employ- 
ment, was perfectly manifest and 
‘could not be denied, It was a clear 
case of conspiracy to destroy the va!l- 
ue of property employed in a legiti- 
mate business. It is upon this ground 
that the injunction reste and nobody 
would deny ita justice if anything of 
the kind was attempted by any com- 
bination except one of labor unions. 
Justice Blackmar has refused to ad- 
mit that they are above the law or 
that there is no protection for personal 
a property rights against their at- 
tempts to injure or destroy them. 
What was specially aimed at was the 
‘g00d will’ of the plaintiff's business. 
and the judge declared that ‘there is 
no branch of the law better settled 
|than the jurisdiction of equity to pro- 
tect the good will of a business against 
trespass and invasion by its writ of 
injunction.” “This property,’ he said, 
‘is of a peculiarly intangible nature, 
jbut it ts the subject of bargain and 
sale. It may be capitalized as the 
basis of a corporate stock issue, and 
it is often the most important asset 
possessed by a manufacturer or mer- 
chant.’ 

“Owing to the character of the case 
the judge in his opinion entered more 
fully than would otherwise have been 
considered necessary into a statement 
of the principles involved. He ad- 
mitted the unquestioned right of work- 
men to organize and use all lawful 
means to promote their interests. their 
right to strike work and by peacefu! 
methods to induce the employment of 
union men, This the law permits, but 
‘violence inat persons and tangible 
wroperty will not be permitted. Neith- 
er will attacks on intangible property 
rights, like business, god will or trade. 
be permitted.’ The judge, in calm and 
judicial but firm language, made the 
case perfectly clear, and ordered an 
‘injunction against the defendants or 
any associated with them, against ‘con- 
aspiring. combining or acting in concert 
in any manver to injure or interfere 
with plaintiff's good will, trade or busi- 
nessa, for the purpose of coercing it to 
employ union labor.” To be specific, 
the order forbade the sending to any 
customer or prospective customer of 
the plairtiff any communication suc- 
gesting that labor troubles would fo!- 
low the use of materials purchased 
from the plaintiff or ‘from any per- 
sons, firm or corporation declared un- 
fair or whose materia! does not bear 
ithe union abel, meaning plaintiff 
therety; and the ordering. directing. 
[requiring or compelling of any person 
_to refrain or cease from working for 
| those who used such material. This 
order may be sweeping, but it is no 
‘more so than was necessary to afford 
the protection required, and it cannot 
interfere with any lega! right of those 
affected by it. Striet obedience to it 
must he exacted ¥f justice is to be done 
by the court. This decision should 
command the full support of public 
opinion, for it ts of great importance 
to working men as well as employers

The human race is not really going 


ing predictions of statisticans, accord- 

ing to Dr. Woods Hutchinson, in an 

article on “The Diseases of Civiliza- 

tion,” the February Hampton's 
ne. 

“From the number, and deadliness of 
the maladies that lie in wait for us we 
have no logical right to expect to sur- 
vive; and yet we are here in defiance 
of logic.” declares Dr. Hutchinson. 
who then goes on to day: “Of course, 
this world is a dangerous place and 
few of us ever get out of it alive; yet 
the rate goes right on living, some- 
how, undaunted in spite of the new 
and terrible diseases that medical 
science keeps discovering. 

"Tt is easy enough to construct a 

rognostic for any disease which will 

perfectly logical and absolutely ap- 
‘palling. All you have to do is to show 
by vital statistics that it is increasing 
at a certain rate per annum; that thie 
rate is so many times greater than the 
rate of increase, of the race; therefore, 
within so many years or decades the 
disease is certain to exterminate us. 
The latest disease to be submitted to 
this simple formula’ for calculating 
the date of the end of the world—for 
it does not make the faintest difference 
to us how long and stupidly the world 
goes on spinning after we have 
stopped, the real end of the world is 
when we end—is that clogging of the 
body-filters known as Bright's dis- 


ease. 
“The method is simplicity itself, and 
as convincing as it is ‘simple. There 
appears to be no escape from its awful 
conclusion. From unimpeachable vital 
statistics taken from the records of 
certain cities and areas in these United 
States, it is shown that the deaths 
from Bright's disease have increased 
in the past fifteen years 135 per cent. 
As the rate of increase of the com- 
munity from natural causes during the 
same time has been only 15 per cent., 
it is perfectly obvious that it can only 
be a matter of five or six decades be- 
fore We shall all be dead of Bright's 
isease. 
“The only trouble with the method 
is that it proves too much. In the 
first place, we have no valid proof 
that these ‘new’ diseases are any more 
common now than they were fifty, a 
hundred and fifty, or five hundred 
years ago. Diseases are ‘new’ only 
in the sense of having been recently 
discovered. 
“Strange as it may seem, we have 
no positive proof of the origin of a 
single new serious disease since the 
dawn of recorded history. At least 
70 per cent. of all our serious diseases 
were well known to the Greeks and 
probably to the LHNgyptians and the 
probability is that nearly half the re- 
mainder were also in existence then, 
though Bright's disease, for instance, 
was only clearly recognized and traced 
to its anatomical cause, the kidney, 
some eighty years ago. It had cértain- 
ly existed for centuries and probably 
for two or reé thousand years be- 
fore that. viously, any statements 
as'to its being more or less common 
in the nineteenth century than, say, | 
the fourteenth, can be nothing bet- 
ter than the merest guesses.”

AMASCUS.—Stand with me on the slope of the 
Lebanon Mountains and take a look over Damas- 
cus. We have climbed the road which was cut 
out for Kaiser Wilhelm, the Emperor of Germany, when 
he visited this region ten years ago; and are now on a 
bare lofty hill which the Mohammedans consider one of 
the holy spots of the world. It is where the prophet 
Mohammed stood and gazed at the magnificent town 
which Damascus was in his day. He stayed here for 
hours, and then, turning away with a sigh, said: 
“] dare not go in. Man can enter paradise but once, 


and if I go into Damascus, this paradise on earth, I shall 
not be able to enter the paradise of the hereafter, in 
heaven.” 
According to the Mohammedans, Abraham first re-

In the Footsteps of St. Paul. 


I have spent some time during my stay in Damascus 
in hunting up the footsteps of St. Paul, the apostle. 
You will remember that he was one of the Jewish offi- 
cials, and was “breathing out threatening and siaugh- 
ter against the disciples of the Lord” when he got the 
high priest to give him letters to the synagogues of 
Damascus, that he might bring such Christians as he 
found there to Jerusalem for trial. He was on his way 
here and was not far from the city when the light from 
heaven shined round him and blinded him and the Lord 
said unto him: 

“I am Jesus whom thou persecutest; it is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” 

You remember how the blind Paul, or Saul, as he 
was then called, was led into Damascus and taken to 
the house of a man named Ananias, not the husband of 
Sapphira, however, nor any associate of the champion 
liar of history. You recall how when he came there he 
again received his sight and, being converted, was bap- 
tised. It was the house of this Ananias, according to 
my guide and the guide-books, that I visited the other 
day. I found the Ananias of the present by no means 
averse to a small gift of silver. He took all my spare 
change, and then asked for more. I later discovered 
that the authenticity of the house is questioned, and 
there is another Ananias house, which is now used as 
a chapel. I looked for the house of Naaman the Syrian, 
and was shown an old building which is occupied by 
lepers.

A GLIMPSE AT THE ACTIVITIES OF 
AN EMPLOYMENT AGENCY. 


By M. A. Everton. 


N the center of the busy city, in one of those huge 
| bpildings containing countless workers, away up on 

the tenth story may be found one of the most inter- 
esting phases of business activity which makes up the 
major part of life in New York. 

It is an employment agency, where men and 
women, boys and girls of all grades and capabili- 
ties flock when out of work and wanting hon- 
estly to get it. The agency has two good-sized 
rooms at its disposal. The door of the first is 
marked “Private,” the second is indicated as the 
entrance for the employees. Opening this second 
door, one’s eye falls immediately on several long rows 
of chairs, nearly every one of which is occupied by a 
waiting male or female. Many nationalities are repre- 
sented in this room. Here is the young French-Canadian 
graduate, fresh from college, having just gained her cer- 
tificates and anxious to enter the field of work; here is 
the German governess, square-built and stolid; here the 
Swedish nurse girl who does so well in America; here 
the young Norwegian clerk, not yet able to speak Eng- 
lish; here the valet, the butler, the coachman, all from 
Britain, and here, too, among many of her American 
sisters is the English governess, who perhaps more thaag 
any one, finds it difficult to get an appointment, the sys- 
tem of American education being so different from that 
of England. The whole world congregates in New York, 
with tho much-mistaken idea that here, if anywhere, 
work is to be found and money to be gained. It is one 
of the most erroneous notions that exist, as many alas! 
find out too late.

This 
apartment is well furnished as is any thriving bureau. 
There are three writing tables each with its own tele- 
phone, all of which are frequently carrying on animated 
conversations at the same time. The ladies here inter- 
view the applicants more closely and do the actual busi- 
ness of the agency. To give a faint idea of the work, I 
will endeavor to relate as nearly as I can what passed in 
one half-hour it was my privilege to be present.

When at last tired of blue skies and white towers, of 
palm trees and patios, balconies of iron lacework, 
flirtations with Anglicized senoritas, there 
a dozen ways of leaving the sun-steeped 
Palmas. First come the great Cape and 
liners, the white-painted, gold-laced belles of 
Castle and Donald-Currie lines, which sweep in 
of Las Palmas Harbor with an air of conscious patron- 
age; at the other end of the scale comes a line 
Naples to Buenos Aires, trading mainly in cattle and 
emigrants, rust-streaked disgraces that taint the air 
for a mile to windward. Elder-Dempster boats, like the 
poor, are always with one at the Canaries, two a day 
sometimes, offering to land one at Liverpool, London,

There are drawbacks to taking a passage on a big 
liner at a way port but a few days from its destination; 
the people on board have been together for weeks, they 
have settled down into their own little “sets,” with 
their own passwords, quarrels, love affairs and inter- 
ests, and any one coming on board so late in the voyage 
can resign himself to social ostracism; the voyage is 
so nearly over that it is not worth any one’s while to

What its inhabitants live on is hard to tell, as one 
looks around at the burnt-up plain and its rim of red, 
sterile hills; but the volcanic soil of Lanzarote is very 
fertile and when, about once in three years, it does rain 
enough for a crop the yield is enormous. Luckily the 
Canariotes can get along comfortably with less to eat 
than almost any other people. The staff of life 
throughout the islands for the peasants is “gofio,” which 
consists of various grains roasted and ground, and is 
probably the progenitor of all the breakfast foods of 
on the market. Eaten with cream or fresh goat's milk 
some kinds of gofio, notably that prepared from wheat, 
is quite good, especially when freshly roasted and 
ground. It must be nutritious, for the inhabitants of 
these two eastern islands get very little else. 

From Arrecife the course is laid for Africa, the 
coast of which, tawny, yellow, ringed with the perpetual 
surf that beats upon it from Tangier to Cape Town, 
soon comes into view. There is always a certain fasci- 
nation about the coast of Africa, even at its most un- 
inviting aspect; it never fails to bring a suggestion of 
mystery, a hint of savage wildness, of strange lives hid- 
den behind that baffling front, for, whatever else it may 
be, whether repulsive or beautiful, majestic or squalid, 
Africa is never tame. 


The Touaregs. 


The Moroccan coast extends, approximately, as far 
south as Cape Juby, almost parallel with Las Palmas; 
at least you will find it neatly ruled off there on the 
map.

MESA VERDE NATIONAL PARK’

D R, EDGAR L. HEWETT, director of the School of |

the work of restoring Balcony House, one of the 
three mammoth cliff dwellings of Mesa Verde National | 
Park, in southwestern Colorado. This marks a triumph | 
in the history of American archeology, for the restora- 
tion of Balcony House, Spruce Tree House and the 
colossal Cliff Palace, of the Mesa Verde, is undoubtedly 
the most important archeological work ever undertaken 
in this country. 

Spruce Tree House and Cliff Palace were restored by 
Dr. J. Walter Fewkes of Smithsonian Institution in 
1907-9. Last autumn Dr. Hewett took up the work of 
restoring Balcony House, the work being virtually com- 
pleted in November. This gives the American people

The difficulties overcome by these scientists in their 
great work of restoring the cliff ruins have been suffi- 
cient to appall any but the most enthusiastic. The cliff 
ruins of the Mesa Verde had been pawed over by van- 
dals for nearly a score of years before the government 
finally yielded to the appeals of Colorado club women 
and included the buildings in a national park. Walls 
had been toppled from the cliffs into the canyons below, 
and rubbish had been hurled from the rooms into the 
great ceremonial kivas, in the frantic search for pottery 
and skeletons. In a few more years, these greatest cliff 
houses ever discovered would have been past all saving. 
Today, however, the cliff ruins show the effect of the 
vigorous and scientific house-cleaning process to which 
they have been subjected. Walls have been wholly or 
partially rebuilt, the masonry work of the cliff dwellers 
having been imitated with the minutest care. Kivas 
have been cleaned out, and all the rooms and ceremonial 
pits have been numbered and described. The visitor 
steps out upon broad, clean platforms, instead of climb- 
ing over heaps of rubbish, and the general effect of the 
cliff dwellings is heightened tenfold. 

Balcony House, which is in many respects the most 
interesting of the trio of cliff dwellings, was in deplor- 
able condition when the work of restoration was be- 
gun. This house, which is perched high on a ledge of 
Cliff Canyon, a mile east of Cliff House, had been de- 
spoiled by vandals until some of its walls had been 
rendered so unsound that tourists were warned against 
visiting the ruin on account of the danger invited. This 
ruin contains about twenty-five rooms, and takes its

 conasieaill of series of pits cut in the face of the rock 
at convenient distances. Some of these stairways are 
also in evidence in the vicinity of Cliff Palace. 

In his interesting report on Cliff Palace, Dr. Fewkes 


declares that the buildings could not all have been con- 


structed in one generation. He believes that one or two 
families or clans settled in the Cliff Palace cave, and 
subsequently other families joined them. New rooms 
were built, and the building as it now stands is merely 


a haphazard growth, highly interesting because it shows 
the development of the cliff-dweller family. 


The difficulties attending a trip to the Mesa Verde Na- 
tional Park will be smoothed away this summer, when. 


the governments highway to the ruins will be com- 
pleted. Superintendent Hans M. Randolph of the park 
has had a force of men engaged in constructing this 


road for a year or more. The road extends from Man- 
cos, the nearest railroad point, on the Denver and Rio 
Grande, to the top of Mesa Verde, which rises 1500 feet 
above the plain. It will be one of the greatest scenic. 
highways in the world when completed, giving the 
‘traveler a view into Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah. Probably automobiles will be allowed to operate 
on the road to the cliff ruins, and this will enable tour- 
ists to make the journey from Mancos in two or three 
hours. Or, if autos are not permitted to operate, on 
account of the liability of accidents on the steep grades, 
four-horse stages will make the journey in slightly less 
No doubt, under the new conditions, thousands of 
travelers who have hesitated to visit Mesa Verde Na- 


‘tional Park, on account of the difficulties of travel, will 


take the opportunity of viewing the restored ruins of 
the cliff people. G. W. 8. 


JOHN BROWN’S HOTEL. 

The partial destruction of the Morrison Block recalls 
much ancient history in connection with Iowa City. It 
was on this site where the first plow ever made in 
Johnson county was hammered out by the blacksmith 
Vincent Gros, one of the earliest Iowa pioneers. On 
this site, too, was born John Craig, the famous “fattest 
boy in the world,” who traveled for many years with P. 
T. Barnum and other circus men. It was also in the 
same block where John Brown, the famous abolitionist, 
“whose soul goes marching on,” put up in what was 
then known as the Crummey Hotel in those years when 
he was in lowa and made this city his headquarters. 
It was also in this hotel where Stephen A. Douglas held 
forth as he campaigned in the State during the year he 
was campaigning against Abraham Lincoln.—([lowa 
City correspondence Marshalltown Herald.

| HERE are several varieties of dewberries that do 
well in California, among which may be mentioned 
the Premo, Austin, Lucretia, and Gray’s Gardena.

As we understand it, the berry was introduced by 
a Mr. Gray of Gardena, Cal., and called Gray's Gardena. 
| At any rate, it is an immense cropper, though the ber- 


|ries are not 80 sweet as the Lucretia. But they are, 


_ however, a better market berry, as they will stand up 
, longer.- The Austin berry yields a very fair crop and 
the berries are of good size. We have had berries of 


that variety that were larger than the Mammoth black- 


berry. Dewberries may be trained on a trellis or 
pruned back into a low bush. In some localities where 
it is extremely hot the latter mode is preferable, as the 
berries will be more shaded than on a wire. Dewber- 
ries come on to the market a little ahead of the black- 
berries, so that any one having a warm location may 
get good prices for some little time before the regular 
crop comes on. Plant in rows six or seven feet apart 
and three feet apart in the row if grown in bush form, 
or four feet if put on a trellis. Dewberries are propa- 
gated from the tip. They also send up a few suckers, 
but such plants are not so good as the tip plants, and 
should be cut out.—[Rural Press. :

/1000 letters daily and about 4000 journals and books. 
The Kaiser’s mail consists of 4000 letters and frequently 
the same number of books and papers. Our King, we 
learn, is favored with 1000 letters a day and over 2090 
newspapers and books. The Czar is not overworked in 
this respect for a sovereign, his mai! being given at 65° 
letters, ete.. a day. The kings of Italy and Spain have 
to deal with about 300 letters each. Queen Wilhelmina 
is still more favored, with 150 letters, etc. But Presi- 
dent Fallieres is still more fortunate, for we are told 
that he receives few letters and hardly any papers.

Medical Malpractice. 
D R. RICHARD C. CABOT is a distinguished teacher 


and practitioner of medicine of Boston, held in 

high repute by the entire medical profession. He 
holds a chair of medicine in Harvard University, and 
is the author of a standard text-book. At the last con- 
vention of the American Medical Association, held in 
St. Louis, Dr. Cabot presented a unique paper, prepared 
out of his own personal experience, entitled “A Study 
of Mistaken Diagnoses,” in which he frankly analyzed 
the clinical history of 1000 cases diagnosed by himself 
in the Massachusetts General Hospital which afterward 
came to autopsy, comparing the showings of the post- 
mortem examination with the clinical findings. The 
paper was recently published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. The net result shows 
that the diagnosis was correct in only about 50 per cent. 
of the entire number of cases. 

There is no doubt that this eminent physician was 
more correct in his guesses than the average run of the 
medical fraternity, who have had less experience. Here 
are a few expressions from eminent medical men: 

Prof. Valentine Mott, the great surgeon, said: “Of 
ali sciences medicine is the most uncertain.” 

Sir Astley Cooper, the famous English surgeon, said: 
“The science of medicine is founded on conjecture and 
improved by murder.” — 

Dr. Abercrombie, Fellow of the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians of Edinburgh, said: “Medicine has been called 
by philosophers the art of conjecture; the science of 
guessing.” 

Prof. Henle, the great German pathologist and 
teacher, said: “Medical science at all times has been a 
medley of empirically acquired facts and theoretical ob- 
servation, and is so likely to remain.” 

Commenting upon the Cabot case, the National Drug- 
gist pertinently remarks: 

“We should think the unassuming diffidence of men 
like Dr. Cabot would rebuke the overbearing arrogance 
of those political leaders of organized medicine who, 


with the assumption of infallibility, seek to impose their|, 


authority, and, by the power of the State, to enforce 
their ipse dixit upon every conceivable department of 
human thought and activity.” 

A few months ago the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching made an exhaustive inves- 
tigation into the demoralized state of medical educa- 
tion in this country, under the direction of Abraham 
Flexner. The result was a terrible indictment of the 
medical schools of the United States, given to the pub- 
lic a few months ago. It showed that for twenty-five 
years past there has been an enormous overproduction 
of “uneducated and ili-trained medical practitioners.” 
This, we read further, has been in absolute disregard 
of the public welfare and without any serious thought of 
the interests of the public. “Many universities have an- 
nexed medical schools without making themselves re- 
sponsible either for the standards of the professional 
school or for their support.” Hence the overcrowding 
of our cities with men who hang out signs as profes- 
sional physicians and who can produce diplomas from 
some “school” or other, but who are in reality quacks. 
To make matters worse, the average citizen of the 
United States never dreams of making inquiry into the 
training of the doctor he invites into his home and who 
is given absolute power over the lives of all in the house- 
hold. Many a tragedy has resulted from this American 
indifference to vital considerations in therapeutics. 

Remember that these are the men who are endeavor- 
ing to obtain control of the bodies of the American 
people under the guise of a National Buveau of Health. 

Let us now turn from sins of omission—or of igno- 
rance—to sins of commission on part of the medical 
fraternity—to medical malpractice and graft. As a 
witness for the people in this case the editor of the 
Care of the Body calls, not a despised “layman,” but a 
member of the “regular” medical school of good stand- 
ing. 

“Medical Chaos and Crime” is a recently published 
book of 384 pages, that has aroused a sensation through- 
out the country, not only in the ranks of the medical 
fraternity, but also among outsiders. It is a far more 
severe arraignment of medical practice than has ever 
appeared in the Care of the Body. (Published by Mitch- 
ell Kennerley, New Cork. For sale in Los Angeles by 
C. C. Parker, 220 South Broadway. Price $2 net.) The 
author is Norman Barnesby, M.D. Dr. Barnesby was 
educated at English and American public schools, and 
graduated as M.D. at Chicago University. He is in- 
terne in the United States Marine Hospital, Chicago. He 
has served as assir‘ant surgeon in the Marine Hospital 
Service, and also as surgeon in the United States army. 


author presents indisputable evidence of the charges he | 


nied. In reviewing the book the Medical Brief recently 
admitted the truth of the charges, but questioned the 
wisdom of disclosing these facts to the “laity,” who are 
already much disposed to criticize the follies and fail- 
ures of regular medical practice. 

In his prefatory chapter Dr. Barnesby quotes the fol- 
lowing passage from the address of the president, Dr. 
George W. Wagoner, delivered at the general meeting 
of the Medical Society of the State of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia Session, September 28, 1909:

“And particularly do I wish to emphasize and ‘stig 
matize the spirit of false ethics and infallibility that 
the medical profession alone has succeeded in preserv- 
ing intact, a memorial of the myths and inhuman prac- 
tices of our medieval prototypes. What one man, I re- 
peat, could estimate or depict the awful harvest of suf- 
fering and blood that we as a nation are reaping from 
our criminal apathy in allowing an organization of men 
as fallible as those of any other profession to acquire 
an irresponsible power of life and death over millions 
of helpless human beings?” 
Continuing, the author shows that one physician must 
not question the practice of another toward a patient, 
no matter if a life is at stake. He says: 
“For example, Dr. A., finding that Dr. B. has lost a 
patient through carelessness or stupidity, may forfeit 
his career if he so much as hints at the truth to the 
victim's family. The first offense—killing a patient—is 
a mere transgression of the moral law; the second vio- 
lates the higher law of ‘medical ethics’ and is unpardon- 
able. Hence A. continues his practice, maiming and 
killing as he pleases, while the overzealous B. moves 
away to try to live down his disgrace. . 
“The time is not far distant, however, when the ex- 
pression ‘medical ethics’ will have been swept from 
our vocabulary except as a term of reproach for the 
absurd and iniquitous code that we so long tolerated. 
For a man rotten with venereal disease to marry 
a pure woman is no crime, but for a doctor to expose 
such a villain is both dishonorable and illegal. Could a 
greater travesty of morality and justice be imagined?” 
‘Remember that the men thus criticized by Dr. 
Barnesby are those who are seeking to be given con- 
trol of the bodies of the people of the United States, 
under the guise of a National Bureau of Health.
